“Van” Valkenberg as our guest speaker at this year’s 
banquet. He is best known as a 
retired Chief Communicator of 
Air Force One, CMSgt., USAF 
(Ret.) 

Van’s military career 
includes enlistments in both the 
U.S. Navy and Air Force, 
starting at the end of 
WWII. He served in Korea, 
Santo Domingo and Viet Nam 
where he served as Chief Radio 
Operator. For his last duty assignment, he transferred to 
Andrews Air Force Base, in Washington, DC, where he 
flew in the VIP fleet, flying with the Secretary of State, 
Cabinet members, Congressmen and other dignitaries. He 
has flown with Presidents, Vice-Presidents and other 
Heads of States and met many movie stars including John 
Wayne, Bob Hope, Joan Crawford and others. 

He has served under all presidents from John F. 
Kennedy through George H. Bush. During his military 
career, he has flown to Russia 53 times and China 27 
times logging over 21,000 hours of flying time. Van has 
been an avid skydiver with a total of 2041 free falls; 9 of 
which were from 40,000 feet with the Special Warfare & 
Golden Knights. Before his retirement, he was asked to 
edit the predesign manual for the new 747 Air Force One 
aircrafts. 

Van has been in two movies narrated by James 
Stewart and Charlton Heston. He has also been featured 
in two books and has been a guest speaker for hundreds of 
clubs including SeaPac in 1989. 

Van will discuss how he came to be the Chief 
Communicator; his duties and experiences on Air Force 
One and other ‘behind the scenes’ activities.
